Ruef should make 
a plea of guilt> which Judge Danne agreed to set aside on motion 
of the prosecution and dismiss the indictment. By covert insinuation 
and studied misrepresentation the Enquirer sought to convince this 
community tha: Judge Samuel P. Hall concurred in a corrupt 
decision, urrwai ranted in law because his 
brother-in-law, Ar A. 


Moore, is one of the attorneys for the United Railroads. But it 
suppresses all mention of the revelation made by Rabbi Nieto. 
It 


has no word of comment on Judge Dunne's deliberate suppression 
of the facts and circumstances of the deal between Heney and the 
prosecution when Ruef appeared as a witness against Schmitz. 


Judge Hall's record on the bench has been one of honor and 


judicial integrity, his private life is. fiee'from reproach, and his 
career that of an upright and high-minded citizen. His whole life 
is an open book, free from stain, yet he has been ignobly assailed 
from ambush by a man who knous him to be incorruptible, and 
that, too, among his neighbors and friends. 
But the hand that 


struck at him from the dark turned off the light when the infamous 
midnight bargain of April 28, 1907, was. ratified by Judge Dunne in 
the presence o- Rabbi Nieto and Rabbi Kaplan. It is unthinkable 
that Judge Hall should be guilty vof such conduct as Rabbi Nieto 
describes or that he would while presiding at a trial, suppress vital 
evidence touching the credibility of a witness. 
Judge Hall is a 


lawyer as well as a gentleman, and the i ectitude of the judge as well 
as the honorable, manly instincts of the gentleman in him. would 
have revolted against stifling the truth by methods subversive of 
justice anc' the essential rules governing the trial of persons on trial 


for life or liberty. 


Ascertainment of the truth is the basic principle underlying all 


judicial process. It is essential to righteous judgment and it is the 
purpose the law has in view. Fancy Judge Hall presiding at the 
rr.ock trial of a defendant who had agreed to plead guilty under 
promise of ha\ ing the plea set aside and the case dismissed! And 
of putting the people to the expense of selecting a jury which was 


vne\er to sit in the case or determine anything! 


There is mdeed a difference between Judge Hall and Judge 


Hall and the "wayfarer" of the Enquirer, groaning under an ac- 
cumulated loa<l of blasted ambitions and ungratified revenges, is 
welcome to make the most of it. The Appellate bench of California 
is to be congratulated that it is not recruited from the Dunnes and 
Lavilors of the nisi prius courts. Otherwise th.e administration of 
justice would revert back to that dark period of English history 
when the ermine reeked with innocent blood 
and the judiciary 


stained b> the vices of venality, lust, cruelty and subserviency 
But it is not at all surprising that a man capable of eulogizing such 
as Judge Dunne should foully libel Judge Hall.
